Trump Organization faces criminal tax 
fraud trial over perks

NEW YORK (AP) — For years, as Donald 
Trump was soaring from reality TV star to 
the White House, his real estate empire 
was bankrolling big perks for some of his 
top executives, including apartments and 
luxury cars. 
Now Trump’s company, the Trump Orga- 
nization, is on trial for criminal tax fraud 
— on the hook for what prosecutors say 
was a 15-year scheme by his most trusted 


lieutenant to avoid paying taxes on those 
fringe benefits. 
In opening statements Monday, prosecu- 
tors and defense lawyers sparred over the 
company’s culpability for the actions of 
Allen Weisselberg, who has pleaded guilty 
and agreed to testify as a star prosecution 
witness in exchange for a five-month jail 
sentence. 
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Later, another Trump Or- 
ganization executive, se- 
nior vice president and 
controller Jeffrey McCon- 
ney, walked a prosecutor 
through financial records, 
including 
Weisselberg’s 
payroll forms and ledger 
entries showing that the 
company paid for Weissel- 
berg’s car leases. He will re- 
sume testifying Tuesday. 
McConney, whom pros- 
ecutors say helped Weis- 
selberg by misreporting his 
income to tax authorities, 
was granted immunity to 
testify last year before a 
grand jury and to testify 
again at the criminal trial. 
He said he appeared be- 
fore the grand jury eight 
times on a variety of Trump- 
related matters. 
The tax fraud case is the 
only criminal trial to arise 
from the Manhattan dis- 
trict attorney’s three-year 
investigation of the former 
president and is one of 
three active cases involv- 
ing Trump or the company 
in New York courts. 
Prosecutor 
Susan 
Hoffin- 
ger argued in her opening 


statement that the Trump 
Organization 
— 
through 
its subsidiaries Trump Corp. 
and Trump Payroll Corp. — 
is liable because Weissel- 
berg, the longtime finance 
chief, was a “high manage- 
rial agent” entrusted to act 
on behalf of the company 
and its various entities. 
The company, she said, 
benefited because it didn’t 
have to pay Weisselberg 
and at least two other ex- 
ecutives 
who 
received 
perks as much in salary 
and bonus pay — which for 
Weisselberg totaled close 
to $1 million a year. 
The company also saved 
money when giving out 
Christmas bonuses by pay- 
ing top executives as in- 
dependent 
contractors 
through subsidiary compa- 
nies, such as its golf courses 
and the ice rink it managed 
in Central Park, Hoffinger 
said. 
“This case is about greed 
and cheating — cheat- 
ing on taxes,” Hoffinger 
told jurors. ”(The Trump Or- 
ganization) paid their al- 
ready highly paid execu- 
tives even more by helping 
them cheat on taxes.” 


A Trump Organization law- 
yer, Michael van der Veen, 
countered that the Weissel- 
berg had gone rogue and 
betrayed the company’s 
trust. Weisselberg concoct- 
ed the scheme without 
Trump or the Trump family’s 
knowledge, cheated on his 
personal income taxes and 
lied to the company about 
what he’d done, van der 
Veen said. 
“This case is about individu- 
al, personal greed and the 
abuse of trust necessary 
to feed that greed. Allen 
Weisselberg is a man who 
has fallen to that greed,” 
van der Veen said. 
“Weisselberg did it for Weis- 
selberg,” he said. 
Weisselberg has pleaded 
guilty to taking $1.7 million 
in off-the-books compensa- 
tion. His Manhattan apart- 
ment, Mercedes-Benz cars 
for him and his wife, and his 
grandchildren’s school tu- 
ition were all paid for by the 
company. His son and an- 
other Trump Organization 
executive 
also 
received 
off-the-books 
compensa- 
tion, prosecutors said. 
When they say the Trump 
company, “what they re- 


ally mean is Allen Weissel- 
berg did something illegal 
with the intent to benefit Al- 
len Weisselberg, his buddy 
or his son,” another com- 
pany lawyer, Susan Nech- 
eles, told jurors. 
If convicted, the Trump 
Organization 
could 
be 
fined more than $1 million 
and could face difficulty 
in securing new loans and 
deals. Some partners and 
government entities could 
seek to cut ties with the 
company. It could also 
hamper its ability to do 
business with the U.S. Se- 
cret Service, which some- 
times pays the company 
for lodging and services 
while protecting Trump as 
a former president. 
Neither Trump nor any of his 
children who have worked 
as Trump Organization ex- 
ecutives are charged or 
accused of wrongdoing. 
Trump signed some of the 
checks at the center of the 
case, but Necheles said ev- 
idence will show he knew 
nothing about the scheme. 
The Trump Organization is 
the entity through which 
Trump manages his many 
ventures, including invest- 


ments in golf courses, luxury 
towers and other real es- 
tate, his many marketing 
deals and his TV pursuits. 
Prosecutors have said they 
expect to call 15 witnesses, 
including Weisselberg, Mc- 
Conney and other Trump 
Organization 
officials. 
Judge Juan Manuel Mer- 
chan said he expects the 
trial to take at least four 
weeks.

Aside from the criminal 
case, Trump and the Trump 
Organization are defen- 
dants in a lawsuit brought 
by New York Attorney Gen- 
eral Letitia James, who al- 
leges that Trump and the 
company inflated his net 
worth by billions of dollars 
and misled banks and oth- 
ers for years about the val- 
ue of various assets. 
A hearing in that case is 
scheduled for Thursday. 
Meanwhile, in the Bronx, jury 
selection was scheduled to 
begin Monday in a lawsuit 
brought by protesters who 
say they were roughed up 
by security guards outside 
Trump Tower. The former 
president gave a deposi- 
tion in that case last year.q 


Family in Oklahoma murder-suicide faced financial pressures

BROKEN ARROW, Okla. (AP) 
— An Oklahoma couple 
considered “primary sus- 
pects” in last week’s killings 
of their six children faced 
growing financial pressures 
and the husband experi- 
enced recurring pain from 
a workplace head injury, 
family members say. 
Eight people were found 
dead Thursday in a burn- 
ing home in a Tulsa-area 
suburb in what authori- 
ties are investigating as a 
murder-suicide. The Broken 
Arrow Police Department 
on Sunday identified the 
two adults as Brian and 
Brittney Nelson but provid- 
ed no new information on 
whether both adults were 
involved in the killings of 
the children, who ranged 
in age from 1 to 13. 
Brian 
Nelson’s 
parents, 
Danny and Marilyn Nelson, 
told the Tulsa World that 
their son had asked if they 


could babysit their grand- 
children at 5 p.m. Thursday, 
the day of the fire. 
“Five came and went. Then 
it was 6. I texted them — no 
responses,” 
Danny 
Nel- 
son said. “I turned on the 
6 o’clock news, and they 
said there had been a fire 
near Hickory and Galves- 


ton in Broken Arrow. That’s 
where my son lives.” 
Police have not released 
the names of the children 
who died but the Nel- 
sons identified them as 
grandson Brian II, age 13; 
granddaughter Brantley, 9; 
grandsons Vegeta, 7, Rag- 
nar, 5, and Kurgan, 2; and 


granddaughter Britannica, 
1. 
All six children were found 
dead in a burning back 
bedroom 
and 
the 
two 
adults were found in the 
front of the home. Authori- 
ties said causes of death 
were still pending but they 
don’t believe anyone died 


from the fire. 
Brian and Brittney Nelson 
had filed for bankruptcy 
in 2020, listing $8,803 in as- 
sets versus nearly $138,000 
in liabilities, most of which 
was unpaid student loans, 
the newspaper reported. 
Both indicated they were 
unemployed at the time, 
according to the filing said. 
The bankruptcy filing also 
listed nine guns as assets. 
Years ago, Brian Nelson had 
suffered a concussion while 
stocking 
dairy 
refrigera- 
tors at a large retail chain 
and had been plagued 
by severe headaches ever 
since, his parents said. 
“I want people to know 
that at one time he had all 
his brain together,” Marilyn 
Nelson said. “I just don’t 
understand why they did 
what they did. I just don’t 
understand why he ended 
up in that situation. I talk to 
God all the time — and I 
just don’t understand.”q

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Police: Pelosi suspect wanted to break speaker’s knees

San Francisco (AP) — The 
man accused of attacking 
House Speaker Nancy Pe- 
losi’s husband with a ham- 
mer told police he wanted 
to hold the Democratic 
leader hostage and “break 
her kneecaps” to show oth- 
er members of Congress 
there were “consequences 
to actions,” authorities said 
Monday. 
In a chilling federal com- 
plaint, officials say David 
DePape, 42, carrying zip 
ties, tape and a rope in a 
backpack, broke into the 
couple’s 
San 
Francisco 
home early Friday morn- 
ing, went upstairs where 
82-year-old Paul Pelosi was 
sleeping, and demanded 
to talk to “Nancy.” 
“This house and the speak- 
er herself were specifically 
targets,” 
San 
Francisco 
District 
Attorney 
Brooke 
Jenkins said at a Monday 
evening news conference 
announcing state charges 
against DePape, including 
attempted murder. 
“This was politically moti- 
vated,” Jenkins said. She 
implored the public to 
“watch the words that 
we say and to turn down 
the volume of our political 
rhetoric.” Investigators be- 
lieve DePape had been 
researching in advance to 
target Pelosi, Jenkins said in 
an interview with The Asso- 
ciated Press. 
“This was not something 
that he did at the spur of 
the moment,” she said. 
In a statement late Mon- 
day, Speaker Pelosi said 
her family was “most grate- 
ful” for “thousands of mes- 
sages conveying concern, 
prayers and warm wishes.” 
Her husband underwent 
surgery for a fractured skull 
and other injuries after the 
attack. She said he was 
making “steady progress 
on what will be a long re- 
covery process.” 
The stark narrative laid out 
by state and federal pros- 
ecutors stands in contrast 
to the mocking jokes and 
conspiracy theories circu- 
lated by far-right figures 
and even some leading 
Republicans just a week 
before midterm elections. 


A record number of secu- 
rity threats are being re- 
ported against lawmakers 
and election officials. 
At a campaign event Mon- 
day in Arizona, Kari Lake, 
the Republican candidate 
for governor, drew hearty 
laughs as she joked about 
security at the Pelosi home. 
In addition to the state 
charges, DePape was also 
charged Monday in fed- 
eral court with influencing, 
impeding 
or 
retaliating 
against a federal official 
by threatening or injuring 
a family member. He also 
faces one count of at- 
tempted kidnapping of a 
United States official be- 
cause of their official du- 
ties. 
No attorney has been listed 
for DePape. He is sched- 
uled to be arraigned Tues- 
day on the state charges, 
and prosecutors will ask for 
him to be held in jail with- 
out bail. 
Authorities 
said 
DePape 
smashed a glass door in 
the back of the home with 
a hammer, went to the up- 
stairs bedroom and told 
a surprised Paul Pelosi to 
wake up. 
When Paul Pelosi told the 
intruder his wife was not 
home, DePape said he 
would wait — even after 
being told she would not 
be home for some days. 
The assailant then started 
taking out twist ties to tie 
Pelosi up, the complaint 
says. 
DePape told investigators 
he wanted to talk to Speak- 
er Pelosi and viewed her as 
the “leader of the pack of 
lies told by the Democratic 
Party,” according to the 
eight-page complaint. 
“If she were to tell DePape 
the ‘truth,’ he would let 
her go and if she ’lied,’ 
he was going to break her 
kneecaps,” the complaint 
alleges.q

RICHMOND, Va. (AP) — The 
national reckoning on race 
and policing that followed 


the death of George Floyd 
with a Minneapolis police 
officer’s knee on his neck 
spurred a torrent of state 
laws aimed at fixing the po- 
lice. 
More than two years later, 
that torrent has slowed. 
Some of the initial reforms 
have been tweaked or 
even rolled back after po- 
lice complained that the 
new policies were hinder- 
ing their ability to catch 
criminals. 
And while governors in all 
but five states signed police 
reform laws, many of those 
laws gave police more pro- 
tections, as well. 
More than a dozen states 
only passed laws aimed 


at broadening police ac- 
countability; five states only 
passed new police protec- 
tions. 
States 
collectively 
ap- 
proved nearly 300 police 
reform bills after Floyd’s kill- 
ing in May 2020, according 
to an analysis by the How- 
ard Center for Investigative 
Journalism at the University 
of Maryland. The analysis 
used data from the Na- 
tional Conference of State 
Legislatures to identify leg- 
islation enacted since June 
2020 that affects police 
oversight, training, use of 
force policies and mental 
health diversions, including 
crisis intervention and alter- 
natives to arrests. 


Many of the accountability 
laws touched on themes 
present in Floyd’s death, 
including the use of body 
cameras and requirements 
that police report excessive 
force by their colleagues. 
Among other things, police 
rights measures gave offi- 
cers the power to sue civil- 
ians for violating their civil 
rights. 
North Carolina, for exam- 
ple, passed a broad law 
that lets authorities charge 
civilians if their conduct al- 
legedly interfered with an 
officer’s duty. 
But it also created a public 
database of officers who 
were fired or suspended for 
misconduct.q

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
— The Hoopa Valley Tribe 
alleged in a lawsuit Mon- 
day that the federal gov- 
ernment is violating its sov- 
ereignty and failing to col- 
lect money from California 
farms that rely on federally 
supplied water to pay for 
damages to tribal fisheries. 
The tribe, which has a res- 
ervation in northwest Cali- 
fornia, says in its lawsuit 
against the Biden adminis- 
tration that the Trinity River 
that it relies on for food and 
cultural purposes has been 
decimated by decades of 
the federal government di- 
verting water. 
The suit alleges the U.S. De- 
partment of the Interior has 
failed to follow laws that re- 
quire the contractors who 
use that water to pay mon- 
ey for habitat restoration 
projects. It says those con- 
tractors owe $340 million for 
environmental 
restoration 
work along the Trinity River 
and other places dam- 
aged by water diversions. 
“The river has become a 
place that is no longer a 
healing place, but a place 
that is a sick place,” said Jill 
Sherman-Warne, a mem- 
ber of the Hoopa tribal 
council. 
The suit also alleges that 
the federal government 
has failed to appropriately 


consult with the tribe on 
matters related to the river. 
The Interior Department de- 
clined to comment through 
spokesman Tyler Cherry. 
Since the 1950s, the Trin- 
ity River has been a ma- 
jor source of water for the 
Central Valley Project, a 
system of dams, reservoirs 
and canals that sends wa- 
ter south to farmers who 
harvest 
fruits, 
nuts 
and 
other crops. Fish that swim 
through the river include 
the coho salmon, which is 
listed as an endangered 
species. Twelve miles of the 
river flow through the tribe’s 
reservation. Congress up- 


dated laws governing the 
water project’s operation 
in 1992. It gave the tribe 
some power to concur 
over changes to river flows, 
added 
requirements 
for 
protecting fish in the Trinity 
River, and stated any re- 
newals of long-term water 
contracts had to follow ex- 
isting laws. 
At the end of the Obama 
administration, 
Congress 
passed a law saying that 
any 
temporary 
federal 
contracts for water could 
be turned into permanent 
ones if they pay back the 
federal 
government 
for 
certain costs. Previously, 


the contracts had to be 
reapproved on a regular 
basis. 
Westlands Water District, 
the nation’s largest agricul- 
tural water district, was one 
of the contractors that con- 
verted its water contract to 
a permanent one. The new 
agreement doesn’t grant 
Westlands any additional 
water or promise that it will 
get everything in dry years, 
but it effectively gives the 
district a contract for wa- 
ter in perpetuity. The deal 
was controversial because 
David Bernhardt, a former 
Westlands lobbyist, was in- 
terior secretary when the 


contract 
was 
approved 
and a judge later declined 
to validate it. But Westlands 
and the federal govern- 
ment are still moving for- 
ward with it, Westlands 
spokeswoman Shelley Cart- 
wright said. The district has 
rejected claims it received 
special treatment. 
The suit alleges the con- 
tract fails to include re- 
quirements for habitat res- 
toration payments. As Ber- 
nhardt left office, he wrote 
a memo agreeing with staff 
recommendations 
that 
most environmental miti- 
gation work related to the 
Central Valley Project was 
complete. Daniel Cordalis, 
deputy solicitor for water 
resources in Biden’s Interior 
Department, later rescind- 
ed that decision. But the 
tribes allege the money has 
still not been paid. Cherry, 
the 
interior 
spokesman, 
didn’t respond to an email 
asking for the department’s 
current position on whether 
the work is done. 
Tribal leaders, though, say 
restoration work is far from 
complete and that the river 
is in dire need of help. 
“An integral part of the life 
here is the Trinity River. 
That changed dramatically 
in the 1950s when Congress 
chose to dam up the river,” 
said Mike Orcutt, fisheries 
director for the Hoopa Val- 
ley Tribe. q

States struggle with pushback after wave of policing reforms 


By ELENA BECATOROS As- 
sociated Press 
ATHENS, Greece (AP) — A 
major search and rescue 
operation was underway 
Tuesday for dozens of mi- 
grants reported missing af- 
ter the overloaded sailing 
boat they were on cap- 
sized and sank in stormy 
weather overnight off an 
island near the Greek capi- 
tal, authorities said. 
The incident was the latest 
in a series of recent ship- 
wrecks involving migrant 
boats in Greek seas that 
have left dozens of people 
dead or missing. 
The coast guard said nine 
survivors, all men, had been 
found on an uninhabited is- 
let south of the island of Evia 
and had been picked up 
by a coast guard vessel in 
the early hours of Tuesday. 
None had been wearing 
lifejackets, the coast guard 
said. The survivors told au- 
thorities they had been on 
board a sailing boat with a 


total of around 68 people 
that had left from Izmir on 
the Turkish coast, and that 
the vessel had capsized 
and sank. The rescue op- 
eration was hampered by 
particularly rough weath- 
er, with gale force winds 
on Tuesday morning, the 
coast guard said. The area 
where the boat sank, the 
Kafireas Strait between the 
islands of Evia and Andros, 
is notoriously treacherous, 
with even light winds kick- 
ing up rough seas. Wind 
strength eased in the early 
afternoon, but the ongoing 
search had not yet located 
any further passengers from 
the sailing boat. The coast 
guard said authorities were 
initially alerted by a distress 
call in the early hours of 
Tuesday from passengers 
saying the boat they were 
on was in trouble, but they 
did not provide a location. 
An aircraft, a coast guard 
patrol boat and two near- 
by ships were participating 


in the search and rescue 
operation. 
A separate search and 
rescue operation was also 
continuing Tuesday after- 
noon off the coast of the 
eastern Aegean island of 
Samos, which lies near the 
Turkish coast, for seven 
people still missing from 
an inflatable dinghy that 
capsized on Monday with 
12 people reportedly on 
board. Four survivors were 
rescued Monday from that 
incident. The coast guard 
said a cargo ship partici- 
pating in the search and 
rescue operation located 
one body in the area on 
Tuesday, within Greek ter- 
ritorial waters. It said the 
body was picked up by a 
Turkish coast guard vessel 
which had not been par- 
ticipating in the search and 
rescue operation.q 
The coast guard said the 
Turkish vessel harassed a 
Greek coast guard ves- 
sel and tried to damage 


it, 
while 
also 
"display- 
ing 
weaponry." 
Tension 
has been high between 
neighbors and NATO allies 


Greece and Turkey, which 
are at odds over a series of 
issues, including territorial 
disputes in the Aegean. q

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — In 
a victory speech Sunday, 
Brazil's president-elect Luiz 
Inácio Lula da Silva prom- 
ised to reverse a surge in 
deforestation in the Ama- 
zon rainforest. 
"We will once again moni- 
tor and do surveillance in 
the Amazon. We will fight 
every illegal activity," leftist 
da Silva said in his speech 
at a hotel in downtown Sao 
Paulo. "At the same time, 
we will promote sustain- 
able development of com- 
munities in the Amazon." 
To achieve this in his third 
term, he will have to boost 
environmental 
law 
en- 
forcement, face a hostile 
Congress and deal with 
state governors who have 
strong ties with the defeat- 
ed far-right President Jair 
Bolsonaro. If he is serious, 
the job will be immense. 
The area deforested in Bra- 
zil's Amazon reached a 15- 
year high from August 2020 
to July 2021, according 
to official figures. Satellite 
monitoring shows the trend 
in 2022 is on track to surpass 


the previous year. 
On the ground, the main 
challenge will be to rebuild 
environmental 
agencies 
and Brazil's Indigenous bu- 
reau. Da Silva also prom- 
ised to create a ministry of 
Indigenous affairs headed 


by an Indigenous person. 
Under 
Bolsonaro, 
these 
have been led by appoin- 
tees close to the agribusi- 
ness sector, which has long 
pushed for the legalization 
of land robbing and op- 
poses the creation of pro- 


tected areas such as Indig- 
enous territories. 
In 2023, the agribusiness 
sector, which backed Bol- 
sonaro's failed reelection 
bid, will control about half 
of the Congress. In recent 
years, 
the 
caucus 
ad- 


vanced bills to ease envi- 
ronmental legislation. 
At the state level, six out of 
nine Amazon governors are 
Bolsonaro allies, most with 
strong ties with agribusiness. 
One of them, Marcos Ro- 
cha, from Rondonia state, 
got reelected two days af- 
ter he made a high profile 
bid to burnish his anti-envi- 
ronment credentials by re- 
moving the protection on a 
conservation land roughly 
twice the size of two New 
York City. 
Da Silva has to use his sup- 
port at the ballot box to 
promote his environmen- 
tal agenda, according to 
Caetano Scannavino, co- 
ordinator of Health & Hap- 
piness, an Amazon non- 
profit that supports sustain- 
able projects in the Tapajos 
basin. On the international 
front, da Silva's promises to 
preserve the world's larg- 
est rainforest have already 
found supporters. 
The 
Norwegian 
govern- 
ment indicated it will re- 
sume 
its 
performance- 
based 
multi-million-dollar 
donations to finance anti- 
deforestation policies.q

The 
city health bureau said 
guests all tested negative 
and were allowed to leave 
by 8:30 p.m. 
No details of a possible out- 
break were released, but 
1.3 million residents of the 
downtown Yangpu district 
were ordered Friday to stay 
at home for virus testing. 


President Xi Jinping's gov- 
ernment is sticking to a se- 
vere "Zero COVID" strategy 
that has shut down Shang- 
hai and other cities this year 
to isolate every case while 
other countries are easing 
anti-virus controls. 
Also Tuesday, authorities in 
the southern territory of Ma- 
cao were carrying out virus 
tests on all of its 700,000 resi- 
dents after one case was 
found last week. 
Hong Kong's main stock 
market index surged 5.2% 
on Tuesday after a com- 
ment circulated on Chi- 
nese social media that said 
the ruling Communist Party 
might set up a "reopening 
committee" to look at ways 
to wind down anti-virus 
controls. A foreign minis- 
try spokesman, Zhao Lijian, 


told reporters he was "not 
aware of what you just 
mentioned" when asked 
about the rumor. 
Outbreaks in Shanghai in 
March led to a shutdown 
that confined most of its 
25 million people to their 
homes for two months. 
The city government ap- 
pealed to anyone who 
had visited the Shanghai 
Disney Resort since Thurs- 
day to undergo three days 
of nucleic acid testing and 
avoid gathering in groups. 
Disney said Monday parts 
of the resort closed due to 
anti-virus regulations but 
gave no indication visitors 
were kept inside. It said 
Shanghai Disneyland, Dis- 
neytown and Wishing Star 
Park were closed while two 
hotels were operating nor- 


mally.

ing Monday while visitors 
were tested, according to 
social media posts.q

S. Korea officials admit responsibility in Halloween tragedy

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— South Korean officials 
admitted responsibility and 
apologized on Tuesday for 
failures in preventing and 
responding to a Hallow- 
een crowd surge that killed 
more than 150 people and 
left citizens shocked and 
angry. The government is 
facing growing public scru- 
tiny over whether the crush 
Saturday night in Seoul's 
Itaewon district, a popu- 
lar nightlife neighborhood, 
could have been prevent- 
ed and who should take re- 
sponsibility for the country's 
worst disaster in years. 
National police chief Yoon 
Hee Keun said an initial 
investigation found there 
were many urgent calls 
from citizens notifying au- 
thorities about the poten- 
tial danger of the crowd 
gathering in Itaewon. He 
said police officers who re- 
ceived the calls failed to 
handle them effectively. 
"I feel a heavy responsibil- 
ity (for the disaster) as the 
head of one of the related 
government offices," Yoon 
said in a televised news 
conference. "Police will do 
their best to prevent a trag- 
edy like this from happen- 
ing again." 


Yoon said police have 
launched an intense inter- 
nal probe into the officers' 
handling of the emergen- 
cy calls and other issues, 
such as the on-the-spot re- 
sponse to the crowd surge 
in Itaewon that night. 
Separately, South Korea's 
interior minister, emergen- 
cy office chief, Seoul may- 
or and the head of a ward 
office that includes the 
Itaewon neighborhood all 


offered public apologies. 
Seoul Mayor Oh Se-hoon 
apologized 
deeply 
and 
wept and briefly halted 
his news conference as he 
talked about the parent 
of a 20-year-old woman 
who was declared dead 
earlier in the day. The di- 
saster which left at least 
156 people dead and 151 
others injured was concen- 
trated in a narrow downhill 
alley in Itaewon. Witnesses 


described people falling 
on one another, suffering 
severe breathing difficulties 
and falling unconscious. 
They said rescuers and am- 
bulances failed to reach 
the crammed alleys in time 
because the entire Itae- 
won area was packed with 
slow-moving vehicles and 
partygoers clad in Hallow- 
een costumes. 
Most of the dead were in 
their 20s and 30s, and about 


two-thirds were women. 
During a Cabinet council 
meeting Tuesday, President 
Yoon Suk Yeol acknowl- 
edged that South Korea 
lacks research on crowd 
management. He called 
for the use of drones and 
other high-tech resources 
to develop an effective 
crowd control capability, 
and said the government 
will soon meet with experts 
to review national safety 
rules. 
The crowd surge is South 
Korea's deadliest disaster 
since a 2014 ferry sinking 
that killed 304 people and 
exposed lax safety rules 
and 
regulatory 
failures. 
Saturday's surge has raised 
public 
questions 
about 
what 
South 
Korea 
has 
done since then to prevent 
human-made disasters. 
After the Itaewon disas- 
ter, police launched a 
475-member task force to 
find its cause. 
Senior police officer Nam 
Gu-Jun told reporters Mon- 
day that officers have ob- 
tained videos taken by 
about 50 security cameras 
in the area and were ana- 
lyzing video clips posted on 
social media. Nam said po- 
lice had also interviewed 
more than 40 witnesses 
and survivors so far.q

During his first interview with 
the press, Ayrton showed 
he is a nice third grader 
at Mon Plaisir School, who 
began finding his passion 
for sport from a very young 
age. 
His father, Neomar told us 
that four to five years ago, 
he was living in a hotel in 
Curaçao where he was 
on a special assignment. 
There he was taking golf 
lessons recreationally, and 
when Ayrton would come 
stay with him they would 
play golf together. This is 
how golf became Ayrton’s 
favorite sport. “There we 
began realizing that he 
has love for the sport, and 
he began showing interest 
since he was three years 
old”, Neomar mentioned. 


He also said that he signed 
Ayrton up for baseball as 
well, but there he realized 
that his son didn’t have 


the same connection, and 
decided to sign him back 
up for golf. Neomar says 
that he was happy. “Ac- 
tually when I was in Cura- 
çao I was living by myself, 
and as a distraction I be- 
gan with golf. When Ayr- 
ton would come stay with 
me we would go in nature, 
and that’s where the con- 
nection came from and he 
picked that up. Now I dare 
say that he plays better 
golf than me”, he said. 


Ayrton’s father points out 
that golf has importance 
for a person during their 
whole life, “where you chal- 
lenge yourself and have 
discipline.” This is why when 
Ayrton showed interest in 
playing golf, his father be- 
gan dedicating all his time 
to it, so that his son would 
grow in this sport. 


Currently Ayrton is training 
in Tierra del Sol with coach 
James Kiley (golf profes- 
sional instructor at Tierra del 
Sol) in order to achieve his 
dream of going to the Unit- 
ed States with US Kids Golf 
Foundation. Ayrton says his 
idol is Tiger Woods. 


US Kids Golf was created in 
the year 2000 and is dedi- 


cated to making golf easier 
to learn so that it can be en- 
joyed by children. They rec- 
ognize the need of imple- 
menting training programs 
for 
youth 
competitions. 
They also organize more 
than 1,600 events through- 
out the year, thus becom- 
ing the biggest organizers 
of golf tournaments in the 
world. 


This 
organization 
makes 
sure that children between 
the ages of 4 and 12 years 
old can receive the op- 
portunity in different states 
where 
competitions 
are 
being held. “But before you 
can reach US Kids Golf you 
need to go through certain 
qualification, before you 
can get there”, Neomar 
said. 


They began making con- 
tact with the organization 
in order for Ayrton to reach 
this goal. Neomar says that 
they want to go to Medel- 
lin, Colombia so that Ayr- 
ton can play and qualify 
in six rounds, increasing his 
score so that he can go to 
the United States “so they 
can see how Ayrton is do- 
ing and he can obtain his 
official handicap.” 
In golf terms, handicap is 
an average of hits per tour- 
nament that each player 
has. This is also depending 
on the terrain on which was 
played. 


Aruba doesn’t have its own 
approved organization or 
federation like US Kids in the 
United States. “You cannot 
qualify in Aruba and see 
how your score is in order 
to reach US Kids. Golf is a 
game heavily based on 
gentleman and must have 
people to witness if the 
child is really that good. This 
is why you need to have a 
qualification to certify the 
child’s level”, Neomar as- 
sured us. 


But Ayrton’s dream is split, 
because he also enjoys 
playing soccer and wants 
to play this sport profes- 
sionally. Aside from beign 
as good as his idol Tiger 
Woods, he wants to be as 
good as Dylan Ross, a lo- 


cal player, in order to travel 
around the world doing 
what he loves the most – 
playing soccer or golf ac- 
companied by his father, 
who is also his number one 
supporter, always standing 
behind him. 


All 
this 
without 
leaving 
school aside. Ayrton’s fa- 


vorite 
subject 
is 
math, 
which he uses a lot and ap- 
plies for golf. 


To finalize, Neomar’s mes- 
sage to other parents is 
this: “Let children go in that 
which they enjoy.” Ayrton 
finished his interview saying 
“never give up and always 
go after your dreams.”q

A genre and discipline created 
by Andre Laban in 1968, an engineer famous 
for his collaboration with the famous personality 
Jacques Cousteau. 


The act is a careful and responsible process 
because it involves paintings done under wa- 
ter, at varying depths and temperatures, but 
also different types of colors in each dept – the 
deeper you go, the more the colors change un- 
derwater because of the reflection and lack of 
light. This without taking into consideration that 


some days the water is calm and some days it 
is clouded. More information on this project will 
be known in the future. 


Artist Marion holds the record for the painting 
made at the deepest point possible, which re- 
ceived recognition by the Guiness World Book 
of Records (# 15091722461tdup) in 2016, and 
the temperature down there was 3 degrees 
Celsius.

DETROIT (AP) — Hyundai is 
telling the owners of more 
than 44,000 SUVs in the U.S.

Won- 
dery's catalog of premium 
shows along with series like 
"MrBallen Podcast: Strange, 
Dark & Mysterious Stories" 
and Keke Palmer's new 
original podcast "Baby, this 
is Keke Palmer." 
"We can't wait for members 
to experience not only a 


massively expanded cata- 
log of songs, but also the 
largest selection of ad-free 
top podcasts anywhere, at 
no additional cost to their 
membership," said Steve 
Boom, vice president at 
Amazon Music. 
Amazon Music says the 
decision behind the huge 
increase came after cus- 
tomers pressed for access 
to a full catalog of music. 
Now, members will be able 
to shuffle play any music 
artist, album or playlist with 
the option to upgrade to 
the Amazon Music Unlim- 
ited tier to get on-demand 
access which has spatial 
audio along with songs in 
HD and Ultra HD.q

NEW YORK (AP) — The Rock 
& Roll Hall of Fame this year 
will induct Eminem, Dolly 
Parton, Lionel Richie, Carly 
Simon and two guys in sun- 
glasses who have scored 
more No. 1s on the Billboard 
Hot 100 than all of those 
other acts combined. 
Jimmy Jam and Terry Lewis 
are the rare songwriting 
and producing team to 
get into the prestigious hall, 
and they hope it will lead 
to more artists like them be- 
ing inducted. 
"Songwriters are like farm- 
ers," said Jam. "When you 
go to a nice restaurant, the 
chef is like the artist and you 
thank him for the meal. But 
where did he get the food 
from? Without the farmer, 
he doesn't have any food 
to cook. And that's the way 
songwriters are to me." 
The 
duo's 
chart-topping 
pop 
hits 
include 
Janet 
Jackson's "When I Think of 
You;" Mariah Carey's "Thank 
God I Found You;" George 
Michael's "Monkey;" Boyz II 
Men's "On Bended Knee;" 
Janet and Michael Jack- 
son's "Scream;" and Mary 
J. Blige's "No More Drama." 
They have five Grammys 
and went into the Songwrit- 
ers Hall of Fame in 2017. 
"I don't know if you could 
ever recognize songwriters 
enough. I mean, they are 
the fuel that fuels every- 
thing," said Lewis. 
"There are great songwrit- 
ers out there that never 
get the shine that they de- 
serve." 
One 
song 
in 
particular 
might typify the Jam and 
Lewis range "Got 'Til It's 
Gone," which combines 
a folk sample from Joni 
Mitchell, the hip-hop of Q- 
Tip and Janet Jackson's 
R&B voice. 
"We're kind of at a cross- 
roads or an intersection 
of a lot of different music," 
said Jam. 
Jam and Lewis started out 
in competing bands and 
became part of Prince's 
band, The Time, in Minne- 
apolis. After parting ways 
with The Purple One, the 
duo established a record- 
ing studio and production 
company. Their collabora- 


tion with Janet Jackson on 
her monster albums "Con- 
trol" and "Rhythm Nation 
1814" solidified them as hit- 
makers. 
The Rock Hall on Saturday 
will also induct Eurythmics, 
Duran Duran, Judas Priest, 
Harry Belafonte, Elizabeth 
Cotten and Pat Benatar. 
Jam anticipated that one 
act 
closely 
associated 
with the duo would be the 
one who inducts them but 
didn't go into specifics, rais- 
ing speculation that it will 
be Janet Jackson. 
They credit music execu- 
tive Clarence Avant and 
an earlier songwriting pow- 
erhouse duo, Gamble & 
Huff, for showing the way 
forward. They hope to do 
the same with their induc- 
tion: "It's wonderful and 
hopefully shines a spotlight 
on other people like us who 
do what we do that are 
deserving." 
They grew up listening to 
different genres. Jam was 
a pop fan, soaking in Seals 
and Crofts, America and 
Chicago. 
Lewis 
leaned 
more toward Parliament- 
Funkadelic and Earth, Wind 
& Fire. 
"Terry liked the funky bot- 
tom. I like the pretty top," 
said Jam. 
You can hear that combo 
throughout 
their 
career, 


starting with their first hit, 
S.O.S. Band's "Just Be Good 
to Me." 
They're 
responsible 
for 
more than 50 Billboard No. 
1 songs on the pop, R&B 
and dance charts for ev- 
eryone from Rod Stewart 
and Sting to Patti LaBelle. 
They tailor the song to the 
artist and choose for them- 
selves 
a 
non-nonsense 
wardrobe of black suits 
and sunglasses. Next year, 
they celebrate their part- 
nership hitting its 50th an- 
niversary. 


"We're kind of at a point 
of our careers where we 
don't have anything to 
prove, but we still have a 
lot to say," said Jam. "We 
just want to leave music 
in a better place, whether 
it's 
through 
technology, 
whether it's through the 
songs we make, whether 
it's the people we influence 
that are making music 
now." 
Turn on the radio and you 
will likely immediately hear 
the influence of Jam and 
Lewis. Famed Swedish pro- 


ducer Max Martin chan- 
neled the duo while craft- 
ing hits for Britney Spears, 
the Backstreet Boys and 
NSYNC. Charlie Puth is a 
fan, and Bruno Mars gave 
the pair a shout-out on the 
Grammy stage for pav- 
ing the way when he won 
album of the year for "24K 
Magic." 
One thing Jam and Lewis 
would like to see change 
is more recognition for the 
folks behind the tunes. Lew- 
is worries that music today 
is often seen like a utility, a 
faceless service like water 
or electricity that's taken for 
granted. 
Jam misses the days when 
a record sleeve included 
tons of information about 
the music makers, like the 
name of the engineer and 
mixer. 
"The reason we're writers 
and producers now is be- 
cause we could look at 
records back in the day 
and instantly see who pro- 
duced it and who wrote it," 
said Jam. 
These days, it's hard to find 
credits on streaming sites 
and the duo think that's a 
problem. 
"What it does is it devalues 
the music because it com- 
municates the idea that 
music just comes out of no- 
where. It doesn't come out 
of nowhere. There's people 
in this," Jam said. 
After decades of making 
music for other people, 
Jam and Lewis last year 
made their debut album as 
artists, "Jam and Lewis, Vol- 
ume One" featuring Baby- 
face, Toni Braxton and 
Mariah Carey. They plan 
on more such albums and 
hope to perform live next 
year, too. 
The goal then as it always 
has been for these men 
who push the sonic enve- 
lope is to build a musical 
bridge in this time of divi- 
sions. 
"It's all about taking people 
young, old, white, Black, 
straight, gay, Democrat or 
Republican, whatever and 
for the time we're on stage, 
bring all of them together," 
said Jam. 
"If you could do that, that 
to me is the magic of 
music."q

The Rock Hall of Fame opens to Jimmy Jam and Terry Lewis

NEW YORK (AP) — Fans 
wearing "Fight Antisemitism" 
shirts occupied some court- 
side seats at the Brooklyn- 
Indiana game on Monday 
night, days after Nets guard 
Kyrie Irving tweeted out a 
link to a film that includes 
anti-Jewish tropes. 
Irving posted the link to the 
film "Hebrews to Negroes: 
Wake Up Black America" 
on Twitter on Thursday. The 
synopsis on Amazon said 
the film "uncovers the true 
identity of the Children of 
Israel." 
He defended his decision 


to do so on Saturday, then 
deleted the tweet Sunday 
after a massive outcry in- 
cluding criticism from Nets 
owner Joe Tsai and the the 
Anti-Defamation 
League, 
along with a statement 
from the NBA denouncing 
all forms of hate speech. 
Irving said Saturday he em- 
braced all religions and de- 
fiantly defended his right to 
post whatever he believes. 
"I'm not going to stand 
down on anything I believe 
in," Irving said. 
"I'm only going to get stron- 
ger because I'm not alone. I 
have a whole army around 
me." 


Nets coach Steve Nash 
said Monday that he looks 
at the matter as "an op- 
portunity for us to grow and 
understand new perspec- 
tives." 
"I think the organization is 
trying to take that stance 
or they may communi- 
cate through this, and try 
to all come out in a bet- 
ter position and with more 
understanding and more 
empathy for every side of 
this debate and situation," 
Nash said. 
Irving has previously sup- 
ported the idea of the Earth 
being flat, recently shared 
an old clip from conspiracy 


theorist Alex Jones, and 
was unavailable for most of 
the Nets' home games last 
season because he refused 
to be vaccinated against 
COVID-19, as was mandat- 


ed in New York City. 
The Nets then declined to 
give him a contract exten- 
sion this summer, meaning 
Irving could be in his final 
season with the team.q

GENEVA (AP) — Up to 1,600 
fans of the teams that qual- 
ified for this year's World 
Cup are being recruited for 
an all expenses-paid trip to 
Qatar to sing in the open- 
ing ceremony and stay for 
at least two weeks promot- 
ing positive social media 
content about the soccer 
tournament and the host 
nation. 
Fans from each of the 32 
teams are needed for a 
five-minute, 
fan-themed 
section of the ceremony 
before Qatar plays Ecua- 
dor in the opening match 
on Nov. 20. They will perform 
a chant or song specific to 
each country, chosen by 
the organizers, according 
to documents seen by The 
Associated Press. 
The program has excluded 
"persons with obvious politi- 
cal affiliation" and aims to 
recruit 30 to 50 supporters 
from each team who were 
able to show "their status 
as a purist fan," the docu- 
ments state. 
"The camera will focus on 
each national fan group 
in turn," the recruits have 
been told about the show 
at Al Bayt Stadium north 
of Doha. "Be ready in your 
shirt, flags and scarves to 
cheer and shout." 
The fans are being offered 
economy-class flights and 
use of apartments worth 


thousands of dollars to stay 
until at least Dec. 4, or for 
the entire tournament if 
they choose, plus a daily al- 
lowance of 250 Qatari riyals 
($68). 
The 
opening 
ceremony 
project is an extension of a 
longer-term plan by World 
Cup organizers to choose 
"Fan Leaders" in each coun- 
try who are asked to be so- 
cial media influencers using 
the hashtag "IAMAFAN." 
Those key fans are asked to 
"incorporate, where appro- 
priate" content provided 


by Qatari organizers and 
support the World Cup "by 
'liking' and re-sharing third 
party posts." 
The fan leaders have been 
told "we are not asking you 
to (be) a mouthpiece for 
Qatar," but "it would obvi- 
ously not be appropriate 
for you to disparage" the 
country or the tournament. 
The influencers have also 
had to agree to "report any 
offensive, 
degrading 
or 
abusive comments" on so- 
cial media to the organiz- 
ing committee and, if pos- 


sible, take screenshots. 
In a statement, Qatari or- 
ganizers said they had con- 
sulted with a "Fan Leader 
Network" of more than 450 
people in 59 countries to 
help improve the World 
Cup for visitors. 
"As the tournament nears, 
we have invited our most 
active fan leaders to per- 
sonally nominate a small 
selection of fans to join us 
as our guests to participate 
in the opening ceremony," 
the Qatari Supreme Com- 
mittee for Delivery & Legacy 


said, as a way of "thanking 
them for their collabora- 
tion." The Qataris claim that 
the influencers are "leaders 
within their communities." 
But the Football Supporters 
Europe group, which is rec- 
ognized by UEFA to consult 
on fan issues, disputed that 
assertion. 
"What is very clear is that 
they are not fan represen- 
tatives. They are employ- 
ees or volunteers of the 
World Cup and should be 
considered as such," FSE 
executive director Ronan 
Evain told the AP. 
About 1.2 million interna- 
tional visitors are expected 
in Qatar for the month-long 
tournament, 
which 
has 
faced criticism and skepti- 
cism ever since the gas-rich 
emirate was picked by FIFA 
in December 2010. 
Qatar was among nine 
candidates to host the 2018 
or 2022 World Cup. The pro- 
cess later underwent a FI- 
FA-appointed investigation 
into the integrity of bidding 
campaigns. 
The FIFA ethics committee, 
which had limited powers 
to gather evidence, said 
in a 2014 report published 
in full three years later that 
there was widespread mis- 
conduct among the bid- 
ders but it had not swayed 
the hosting votes. Russia 
was awarded the 2018 
World Cup and Qatar got 
the 2022 edition.q

Qatar gives fans paid trips to sing at World Cup ceremony

CLEVELAND (AP) — For the 
first time this season, the 
Cleveland Browns put it all 
together and played like a 
complete team offense, 
defense special teams. 
Scary, on Halloween. 
"It was one of those days 
where we imposed our will," 
quarterback Jacoby Bris- 
sett said. 
Nick Chubb r ushed for two 
touchdowns 
and 
Myles 
Garrett and Cleveland's 
defense frustrated Joe Bur- 
row as the Browns thrashed 
Cincinnati 32-13 on Mon- 
day night, keeping the 
Bengals star quarterback 
winless against them. 
Garrett, who came to First- 
Energy Stadium wearing a 
Halloween costume, led 
a fired-up defense that 
sacked Burrow five times 
and held the Bengals (4-4) 
to 229 total yards 100 in the 
first half. 
"Myles was very good," 
Browns coach Kevin Ste- 
fanki said with a smile. "He 
does what No. 95 does. He 
was playing dominant out 
there. He is very difficult for 
people to block one on 
one. He gets a ton of atten- 
tion, and when that hap- 
pens, others are getting 
one on ones." 
Burrow has already been to 
the Super Bowl in just three 
NFL seasons. However, the 
Ohio native has yet to beat 
Cleveland, dropping to 0-4 
in four career starts against 
Cincinnati's AFC North rival. 
The Browns (3-5) ended a 
four-game 
losing 
streak, 
and in the process saved 
their season from slipping 
away as they try to stay 
competitive while await- 
ing quarterback Deshaun 
Watson's return from an 11- 
game suspension. 
Garrett was pleased with 
the performance, but as 
the Browns head into their 
bye, he stressed it won't 
mean anything without an- 
other one like it. 
"It has to be routine. It has to 
be the standard," he said. 
"We have to make sure that 
everything we did leading 
up to this game is the same 
the week after this one. 
We wave what it takes. We 
have taken our lumps, but 
we will show what we have 


and our dedication to the 
game and what it takes 
to get wins in this league 
because they don't come 
easily. 
"Right now, to get a win 
like this, and in a dominant 
fashion, it is showing the 
guys how good we can re- 
ally be." 
Brissett ran for a TD and 
passed for another, lead- 
ing Cleveland to its fifth 
straight win over Cincinnati. 
He completed 17 of 22 for 
278 yards and a career- 
high 133.7 rating while out- 
playing Burrow. 
Chubb scored on runs of 
3 and 11 yards, and Bris- 
sett added a 3-yard TD 
run and connected with 
Amari Cooper on a 4-yard 
pass in the second half as 
the Browns built a 25-0 lead 
while playing their best all- 
around game in 2022. 
"The game was 25-0 before 
you even know it," Bengals 
coach Zac Taylor said. "We 
just didn't come back. The 
worst thing to do against 
the Cleveland Browns is 
to give them a two, three 
score lead with their run- 
ning game and their pass 
rush." 
Led by Garrett, Cleveland's 
defense, which has strug- 


gled for most of the season, 
put relentless pressure on 
Burrow, who was without 
top receiver Ja'Marr Chase 
because of a hip injury. 
However, even a healthy 
Chase may not have been 
enough to help Burrow. 
He finished 25 of 35 for 232 
yards with two TDs and one 
interception. 
"He's one of the elite of the 
elite in the game," Burrow 
said of Garrett, who fin- 
ished with 1 1'2 sacks. "He's 
always going to make plays 
like he did tonight." 
Burrow connected on scor- 
ing passes in the fourth 
quarter to Tyler Boyd and 
Tee Higgins, but those only 
helped him pad his stats 
and took some sting out of 
the scoreboard. 
Garrett set the tone for a 
scary performance for the 
Browns by dressing up as 
Vecna, the sinister alien- 
like character from the TV 
series "Stranger Things." This 
was indeed a strange night 
as the Browns finally looked 
like a competent team and 
recorded a lopsided win 
after so many close losses. 
"We expect him to set the 
tone for us," Brissett said of 
Garrett. "He will come up 
and tell you that he fed 


off of a lot of those other 
guys. There were not a lot 
of places for them to throw 
the ball tonight, and that 
was because of the back 
end but also because of 
the front end." 
It was Cleveland's second 
blowout of Cincinnati in the 
past two years. The Browns 
thumped the Bengals 41-6 
in their first meeting last 
year. 
"They've had our number 
the last couple of years," 
Burrow said. "They always 
play well against us, they 
have real good players in 
defense and are really well 
coached." 
BENGALS BROKEN 
Cincinnati did not allow a 
second-half touchdown in 
its first seven games before 
the Browns scored three 
TDs after halftime. 
TRADE TALK 
With the trade deadline 
Tuesday, Browns running 
back Kareem Hunt has 
been involved in rumors for 
weeks. The chatter about 
his future began when he 
demanded to be dealt 
in August after the team 
failed to offer him a con- 
tract extension. 
Hunt ran for 42 yards on 11 
carries. 


HADEN HONORED 
Former Browns cornerback 
Joe Haden served as the 
honorary game captain. 
He signed a one-day con- 
tract to officially retire with 
Cleveland, which drafted 
him in the first round in 2010. 
Haden was a two-time Pro 
Bowler during seven sea- 
sons with the Browns before 
playing for rival Pittsburgh.
